This is in keeping with 


the policy of the administration to cut 
red tape in matters handled at long 
range, like the national forest domain. 


The growtil of the business on na- 


tional forest kinds resulting from the 
use of their resouives by the public 
has been steady and rapid ever since 
the management v\us placed under the 
forest service, according to the rep- 
resentations made by the bureau. One 
of the big problems of administra- 
tion has been to get forest officials 
into close touch with the users of the 
national forest product. This has been 
partially solved by delegating to local 
forest officers authority to transact a 
large part of the national forest busi- 
ness. A step in the same direction is 
the recent order for the transfer of 
the national headquarters for supplies 
from Washington to Ogden, Utah. 
This transfer and all the changes in- 
volved under new plans for field work 
will have been completed hy the earl 
of the year. 


At present the national forests are 


grouped under sis district divisions, 
having separate headquarters as fol- 
lows: San Francisco, Denver, Salt 
Lake City, Missoula, Mont.; Albu- 
querque. N. M., and Portland, Ore. 
These district headquarters will re- 
main unchanged under the new plan 
of administration. Each district

be in charge of an assistant forester, 
who will deal directly with the super- 
visors of the forests in his district. 
Only questions that are of special im- 
portance will be referred to the bureau 
in Washington for adjustment. 
In 


this way the regular business of the 
forests will be expedited, while the 
men in immediate charge of affairs in 
the field will always be accessible to 
the users of forests. 
The change in 


administration will not affect the form 
of organization of the forest service 
in Washington. 
The offices there will 


be retained as at present, but with a 
smaller clerical force. All the work 
done by the service except that close- 
ly connected with the local adminis- 
tration of the individual districts will 
continue to be directed from "Washing- 
ton. 


It should be generally knovrn that, 


in addition to the benefits secured by 
government fire protection and by reg- 
ulations -which control the use of tim- 
ber land and range so as to safeguard 
local interests, the states having na- 
tional forest domain within their bor- 
ders now receive 25 per cent of the 
gross proceeds derived from such na- 
tional forest resources. This amount 
is Intended to mate good any losses 
the state may suffer through the -with- 
drawal of forest areas by federal au- 
thority from the state's taxable area 
and must be devoted to public roads 
and schools.

Since the terrible colliery explosions 


of the last couple of years in Europe 
aud the United States a public de- 
mand has been awakened for some 
kind of organized rescue work similar 
to the life saving corps of the coasts. 
Recently Consul Blake of Duuferui- 
line, Scotland, reviewed the progress 
for safer mining methods in England 
aud on the continent. 
In Austria, 


France and Russia the provision of 
rescue apparatus by mine owners Is 
compulsory. In Germany it is option- 
al, but has been voluntarily adopted. 
In every colliery of Russia there must 
be a trained corps of rescuers equiva- 
lent to 4 per cent of the miners em- 
ployed. 


Consul Blake reports that the Eng- 


lish are considering the question of 
making rescue work compulsory, but 
the authorities are undecided as to the 
best methods. In fact, it is conceded 
that the apparatus for life saving 
after explosions Is far from perfect- 
One appliance Is a tube worn about 
the chest, which regenerates the air 
after it has been breathed, and it is 
•«aul to be trustworthy for about two 
hours. 
The tube is not adapted for 


laborious exertion, and a helmet oper- 
ated on the principle of the diving 
helmet is preferred by miners engaged 
in heavy work. The helmet is unsafe 
for a distance over 200 yards from the 
fresh air intake. The ideal apparatus 
should be light in weight, air tight and 
have capacity for a dependable supply 
of oxygen. 
So far all of these fea- 


tures are not claimed for any one ap- 
paratus invented. 


Second only in importance to a per- 


fect breathing apparatus for miners 
buried by explosion is a trained corps 
of rescuers. In England and Scotland 
rescue stations are being organized to 
train colliers to the work of rescue. 
It has been suggested by mine owners 
that a central rescue station be estab- 
lished In every mining district and 
equipped 
-with 
sufficient 
apparatus 


kept ready for use and that at least 
five sets of appliances be kept at each 
colliery of the district 
The central 


station will be in charge of experts, 
and each separate colliery will main- 
tain a corps of at least thirty trained 
rescuers, who shall know every part 
of the mine and understand the use of 
the rescue appliances. Each colliery 
will have a telephone to the central 
rescue station. As men generally live 
for a considerable time after an ex- 
plosion, the use of breathing appa- 
ratus, if promptly set to work, may 
aid in restoring ventilation and be the 
means of saving life. 


Motor Dangers In Great Britain. 
The record of motor accidents and 


prosecutions in Great Britain in April 
of this year is instructive. 
Compari- 


son with the record of 1907 shows an 
alarming increase of accidents and 
casualties. In 1907 there were fifty- 
eight accidents, resulting in the kill- 
ing of sixteen persons and the maim- 
ing of twenty-eight others, during the 
month of April. This year the acci- 
dents jumped to seventy-nine, while 
the casualties numbered twenty-five 
killed and forty-nine injured. 
Thus 


the month's casualties a year ago were 
forty-four in fifty-eight accidents and 
this year seventy-four in seventy-nine 
accidents. 
" 


On the other hand, the prosecutions 


this year were made with more vigor 
and indicate that the British local au- 
thorities are becoming concerned over 
the increasing number of accidents. 
In April, 1907, there were 158 cita- 
tions before the courts and 141 con- 
victions and this year for the same 
month 310 citations leading to 291 
convictions. 
Convictions for exceed- 


ing the speed limit were only seventy- 
four for the month in 1907 and 213 
this year. While motoring was inau- 
gurated in France, the craze soon 
spread across the channel, and if mo- 
torists ever learn anything except at 
the point of the bayonet the Britons 
should be well on the way to sane 
motoring by this time and able to give 
"those crude Americans" points. Evi- 
dently they cannot teach us anything 
beyond the lesson we've already learned 
—that is, that stricter laws rigorously 
enforced will be needed wherever the 
motoring craze gets a hold in order to 
protect the public from dangers which 
profit nobody.
